You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House, 
in  said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

"To  bring  in  your  votes  for  the  election  of  Dele- 
gates at  large,  Alternates,  Delegates  at  large,  District 
Delegates,  Alternate  District  Delegates  to  the  National 
Conventions  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican  Parties, 
to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  party  candi- 
dates for  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States." 

I.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

II.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

nil.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the 
Public  Library. 

IV.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  Decoration  Day  ex- 
penses. 

V.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  winding  and 
care  of  the  church  town  clock. 


VI.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  trunk  line,  on 
condition  that  the  State  will  contribute  an  equal 
amount. 

VII.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  maintenance  of  State  road. 

VIII.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  repairs  on  Watson  Academy. 

IX.  Upon  petition  of  ten  legal  voters  of  the  town  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  seven  electric  lights 
in  the  village  of  West  Epping. 

X.  Upon  petition  of  ten  legal  voters  of  the  tov/n, 
to  see  if  the  town  of  Epping  will  instruct  the  selectmen 
to  contract  with  the  Rockingham  Light  &  Power  Co. 
for  four  (4)  electric  lights  to  be  erected  and  maintain- 
ed on  the  highway  leading  from  Ladd's  corner  to  North 
Epping ;  and  to  raise  the  money  therefor. 

XL  To  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  as  per  contract  with  the  Rockingham  County 
Light  &  Power  Company.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  Health 
Officer  for  the  past  year. 

The  State  Board  of  Health,  the  past  year,  have 
been  very  persistent  in  looking  after  the  Epping  Water 
Supply,  they  have  sent  to  me  containers  for  water,  at 
least  once  a  month  for  analysis  and  upon  each  occasion 
reported  back,  water  not  up  to  the  standard. 

Now  I  wish  to  state  for  the  information  of  the  cit- 
izens of  the  Water  District,  that  some  action  will  have 
to  be  taken,  at  once,  or  said  Water  Supply  will  be  con- 
demned. 

We  have  had  four  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  sev- 
eral cases  of  measles.  The  Typhoid  was  traced  to  the 
well  of  Frank  Bunker  which  has  since  been  condemn- 
ed and  closed- 

The  Septic  Tank  at  Watson  Academy  for  some  rea 
son  does  not  always  work  as  it  should,  and  it  is  hoped 
will  be  looked  after  as  early  as  possible.  What  few 
complaints  have  been  brought  to  my  attention  have 
been  investigated  and  properly  disposed  of. 

Let  me  at  this  time  ask  the  continued  support  of 
all  citizens  of  our  Town,  that  the  Regulations  and  Laws 
of  the  State  may  be  complied  with.
